Victor H, Emerson, general manager of the 
recording department of the Columbia Grapho- 
plione Co,," 1 and one of the best known members 
of the talking machine industry,, resigned from 
liis position recently to become president of the 
Emerson Phonograph Co,, a newly formed cor- 
rjoratiQn which is established in the Equitable 
building, lift Broadway, New York.

In its initial announcement the Emerson Phono- 
graph Co. states that it has closed arrangements 
wi!h the Pathe Freres Phonograph Co. whereby 
it will have the right to reproduce six-inch rec- 
ords 'from the Pathe Co.'s record repertoire, 
which will be retailed at ten cents. Oiher prod- 
ucts of the Emerson Phonograph Co. will include 
the "Electrola," a combination of electrolier and I 
phonograph operated by electricity, and a phono- 
graph nicknamed the "Ford," which will retail 
at three dollars. In a late announcement tho com- 
pany states that it will neither build nor lease a 
plant, but will contract for the creation of its prod-

Folks* before we hit the main movement of George 
Slacker's dlscographical tracing of those 6" vertical 
cut Emersons which -were derived from Pathe ~aric?"wikch ' 
were .us tea on an eaivLy if not the earliest Emerson 
record sleeve (aee descriptive sample on our cover), 
we would like to make the following comments which vte 
believe will have cumulative bearing on Blacker' a 
forthcoming delving into the Emerson/patbe connection. 

Way back in our Rft issue #10 ( Nov/Pec 1956 ) to 
commenced a serialized ^ tEanerao n Diary * across- the- 
board compilation by Bob Colton 'arid myaelf , Vie would 
like to repeat herewith a few lines of our ancient 
prose. 

"Under the astute leadership of pioneer Victor H, 
Emerson, the company began' its activities in 1916. 
Record Research has dug deep into trade journals, 
magaainej,supplements, throwaways, catalogs, newspapers 
for source material on the growth of the Sierson 
concern during its earliest years. The following 
account planes main emphasis on the Emerson phonograph. 

Company (19l6-25)-.M Then we continued the' reports 

in chronological' order through msi^- pages "of XR. 

Kow for the correction to the above! Speaking about 
"digging deep" (we c«rtaiajydug goqdl) -but we did 
MOT dig deep enough. We left out the heralding of the 
Siereon Phonograph Company formation (see a replica 
photocopy of the actual TU World press announcement 
on our front cover) . This timely piece was pivotal 
in pinpointing the Bnerson-Pathe connection which took 
us back to MAY lg , &lg,not June it), 1916 where we began 
our initial report in t"nT""Bhieraon Diary". What 
happened in this 13 month period in now wide open for 
research. Perhaps our fellow researchers may be able 
to fill in this time gap before we do. We know of no 
■Emerson company files which may aid in not only filling 
this 13 month gap. .but would supply recording dates, 
etc. for their prolific recording output. What a boon 
for the discographical science if such actual documen- 
tation could be discovered.

He was able to 
identify the pwtfomattc* as a chunk of the Act 2 trio 
from that opera. The artists' credit seems to have been 
copied from the label* like Fassatt, I'm sure the disc 
Is a Rithe derivative, but I have only two Rath* cata- 
logs to work with, and I can't find any arias from "Don 
Carlos" in either of them. A further check under ths 
names of each singer was equally 'unproductive.. Could 
the record have been deleted??? DamfinoJ If anyone else 
Is better supplied with Path* catalogs, particularly 
those of an earlier vintage than 1916, I suggest he do 
a bit of digging therein, and hop* ha '11 report the 
results. I suspect tbo original issue of this aria 
may have been one of the 90 rpm center-start, discs 
It is equally possible that at soae point, it was remas- 
tered to an 80 rpn out si de-start record, and renumbered.

The Three Keys and the Great Pianist 

Well over 20 years ago. In Record Research (ref. 1). we 
read the following In the record auction section: 

THREE KEYS (Bon Bon, Slim & Bob) GREAT PIANO 
2662 WADEDAH/Basln St Bl. BR6423B- $1 
Fine Pianist, Stride Piano Like James P. 
Who is he? Lets Give Him Recognition 

Anybody who at that time looked up "The Three Keys" in 
Rust's discography (ref. 2), got the information that the 
piano player's name was "Bon-Bon (George Funnell)" [sicj: 
this Twas not so. Correct information, i.e. correct names 
and correct attribution of Instruments did, however, 
appear in the 1936 publication "Rhythm On Records" 
(ref. 3). This shows that Bob Pease was the pianist, Slim 
Furness the guitarist, and Bon Bon Tunnell, playing no 
instrument, the solo vocalist. 

After "Rhythm On Records" had shown the correct 
information, something must have gone astray: sub- 
sequent discographies have consistently listed Bon Bon 
Tunnell as the pianist and Bob Pease as the bass player, 
and biographies (and obituaries) of George 'Bon Bon' 
Tunnell have in most cases told us that he was a singer 
and a pianist. 

In 1986, Howard Rye (ref. 4) turns things right again, 
making reference to "Rhythm On Records", which has a 
photo of 'The Three Keys" showing Bob Pease at the

piano. Howard Rye also writes that "The Three Keys" 
arrived in Britain on September 15, 1933. 

'The Three Keys" made their last recordings (in New 
York) on September 8. 1933, and, to be able to be in 
Britain on September 15, they must have left New York 
shortly after that, Bob Pease and Slim Furness left Britain 
for New York on November 8, 1933 (ref. 4). 

Bon Bon Tunnell later sang with the Jan Savitt 
orchestra (late 30's to early 40's); he also made many 
recordings for the Joe Davis labels in 1946 and 1947. 
But what happened to that fine pianist, who played 
"Stride Piano Like James P."? Did he ever record outside 
'The Three Keys"? 

Incidentally, we sent in a bid on the above record, and 
secured it. The pianist on that record. Bob Pease; really 
is great.

THE PUPILS OF LISZT: 

EUOEN D'AIBERT 




Eueen d' Albert was one of the moat famous oi 
the pupils of Liszt and was especially noted as an 
Inte?p?eter of the Beethoven Third, Fourth, and 
Fifth concert i. Bruno Walter was awed by d< Albert's 
performance of the Emperor Concerto, calling It 
"titanic," and this view was echoed by Arthur 
Hublnatein on a television program many yeara ago 
that honored Sol HuroJc. Wllheln Backhaus was also 
to fall under the d'Albert spell and came to the 
artist while d' Albert was still an active per- 
former, insisting that d' Albert give him lessons. 
Later on, d'Albert succeeded Joseph Joachim as 
head of the Hoohschule in Berlin. After 1907, 
when d'Albert took over at the Hoohschule, he had 
many pupils including Ernst von Dohnanyl, Edouard 
Risler, and Walter Rehberg. 

Eukoii d'Albert was born in Glasgow, Scotland 
but soon left Great Britain to settle in Germany 
where he spent the rest of his life. Apparently 
his name was originally pronounced and spelled the 
British way, but d'Albert rejeoted his British 
heritage and, as Harold Sohonberg quoted him In 
Tha ftreat Pianists , "lived for . . . German art." 
Needless to aay, liugen d'Albert was both tempera- 
mental and eccentric. He went through half a dozen 
wives, one of whom, Teresa Carreno, was fully as 
temperamental as he. Teresa Carreno, originally 
from Venezuela, came to the U. S. where she had - 
some piano lessons with Louis Moroau GottsohalK. 
Like d'Albert, she settled in Germany where she 
achieved an enormous reputation as a pianist but 
unfortunately made no disc recordings. 

Born in 1853, Teresa Carreno was a decade older 
than d'Albert. Although her father had been Minister 
of Finance in Venezuela, by the time the family lelt 
home they were in straitened circumstances and de- 
pendent in part on what young Teresa could earn. 
When Teresa Carreno was invited to pB.rform as a 
child before Oueen Victoria, the queen offered her 
a gift, but young Teresa, mindful of her family s 
needs and innocent of any breach of decorum, said 
she would rather have the money. 

It is likely that, nt the time of their mar- 
in E e, Teresa Carreno was even more famous as a 
pilnist than d'Albert waa.^ The marriage lasted 
only n few years" and Carrono died in 1917 . 

D'Albert was small and portly and both phys- 
ically and temperamentally resembled one of Liszt s 
most famous pupils, Karl Tausig ( lNj.1- 1871). I" 
fact, Llaat had nicknamed him, "my little Tauslg. 






Another pet name Liszt had for d'Albert wea "Al- 
bertus Magnus," D'Albert's great period as a 
pianist was the 1890s ; in later yeara he aeems to 
have lost interest in piano performance in favor 
of teaching and composition. D'Albert became a 
prolific composer with no fewer than nineteen 
operas to his credit. Hia opera Tlef land is still 
performed occasionally in Germany, but as a com- 
poser he is largely forgotten today, though Mich- 
aol Pontl once recorded one of his piano concert i 
and occasionally a cellist will play hla cello 
concerto. 

JamBs Methuen-Campbell's Catalogue of 
Recordings by Classical Pianists . Volume 1 lists 
d'Albert's acoustic sessions for Odeon, German 
Vox (unrelated to B, S. Vox), and Deutsche Grara- 
mophon, but perhaps his moat important recording 
did not come to the surface until after Methuen- 
Campbell's compilation was published. 

This was a broadoaat performance of the first 
movement of the Beethoven Emperor Concerto with 
the German Radio Symphony Orchestra under Bruno 
So id ler-W inkier on December 1, 1930. Rumors of 
the existence of that recording had been olrculat- 
ing for several years. A copy was said to exist 
in Eaat Germany, but a Milaneae collector had a 
copy of the transcription and allowed his set to 
be used for the first commercial release of the 
performance in England. It was issued on a single- 
sided 30 cm. LP (Symposiua 1000) and copies have 
appeared in several import shops in the U. S. 

When I first heard of the recording I ordered 
a copy from England with aome misgivings. D'Al- 
bert's once formidable technique had shown defin- 
ite signs of deterioration when he made his first 
Odeons, which Methuen-Campbell dates c. 1910-12, 
and his 1916 recordings of the Schubert Impromptus, 
Op. llj.2, Nos, 3 and Ij. were decidedly poor, I 
thought it quite possible that by 1930 he would 

have been only a mere shadow of the pianist he 
once was and that the titanic performance of the 
Emperor Concerto that Walter remembered would not 
be evident at all. Nevertheless 1 ordered the 
record and found to my relief that hla playing 
was quite respectable. Probably in anticipation 
of the broadcast d'Albert had practiced and ap- 
parently rehearsed sufficiently with the orchestra, 
for Seidler-Winkler seemed to know when to hold 
the orchestra back. It is d'Albert's only elec- 
trical recording and, if the pianist at 68 was 
no longer the titanic interpreter Bruno Walter 
remembered, it still gives us a picture of what 
his playing once had been. 

In The Great Pianists Harold Sohonberg had 
said that d'Albert's "discs can cauae nothing but 
embarrassment," That is certainly true of many of 
hia recordings but not all. It should be explained 
that most of d'Albert's recordings are very scarce, 
and the best performance I have hflard of hla ia 
also one of the rarest piano discs in existence. 
None of d'Albert's records is common; in more than 
twenty yeara of junking I've never found a d'Albert. 
But from a relative standpoint, the most common of 
d'Albert's records are the Odeons with the excep- 
tion of d'Albert's last Odeon. 

Eugen d'Albert recorded a movement from the 
Beethoven Spring Sonata with the violinist Andreas 
Weissgerber. There are three known copies of the 
"Spring" in the U. S, and perhaps another three or 
four in Europe. I do not have the record, but one 
of the owners of it played the record for me, and 
I can attest that it ia the finest playing I have 
heard from the pianist. 

D'Albert's violin partner, Andreas Weiasger- 
ber, according to James Creighton's Dlacopaedla of 
the Violin , was born in 1900, and that fact, coup- 
led with the matrix numbers, suggeata to me that 
d'Albert recorded the Scherso and Rondo movements 
of the Beethoven Sonata In P, Op. 2)4., and its com- 
panion, the Andante Soatenuto movement from Mozart's 
Sonata in C, K. 296 with Weissgerber, aometlme 
later than the 1910-12 dates attributed to the 
other d'Albert Odeons. In the Beethoven d'Albert 
literally overwhelms the violinist, I should not 
be surprised if Harold Sohonberg had never heard 
that recording. He might have modified his harah 
opinion of d'Albert's recordings if he had.

Items here are from the "Rice Tapes" and fans of Bing 
have inly to contact SpakanB, which has the largest 
catalog of Bing on record of any company. 
Here is "Bing In the 3o's, Vol. S", with all selections 
from 1939 broadcasts of the Kraft Music Hall. 
"Der Bingle, Vol. 4 h ' was taped in 1945 for the Cavalcade 
of Anerlca show, and the complete 'Telephone Hour" 
program, with backing by Don Voorhees Orch. Also on this 
LP two songs he did not put on commercial records. 
"Bing and Dinah", and here are delightEil pairings of 
Bing and Dinah's voice. These are from 1942-43 broad- 
casts, and The Charioteers are also heard on a couple 
of numbers
